Council approves first reading to amend wireless communications code

Town Council approved the first reading of an ordi¬ 
nance to amend the code regarding wireless commu¬ 
nications towers following a fairly lengthy public hear¬ 
ing Monday night. 

The amendments include reducing the setback 
area around existing and to-be-constructed towers 
from 750 to 375 feet and to strike the word “municipal” 
from the original ordinance so that golf courses could 
be used as a tower site. 

Pianning Department Director Deborah Dachos 


fielded many questions from the council during the 
hearing. 

“At least one more tower has to be constructed," 
Ms. Dachos said. “And we were told there is contra¬ 
dictory language in the ordinance as it is written." 

The proposed amendments would correct those 
contradictions.The amendments are the result of con¬ 
cerns presented to the town by several wireless com¬ 
panies, including Omnipoint and Verizon. 

Attorney Simon Berganti, who represents 


OmnipointA/oicestream, said his company 
researched several areas in Agawam which are iden¬ 
tified as overlay areas where towers can be con¬ 
structed (because his company is at capacity on the 
existing three towers in town). His company also wish¬ 
es to erect a new tower to help fill in gaps in service, 
or dead areas where cell phones are temporarily out 
of use.

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However, Berganti said his research found that 
none of the identified areas were useable. 

“There are areas not available because the 
landowner is not willing to put a tower on their prop¬ 
erty," Berganti said. 

He continued that the Western Mass Electric prop¬ 
erty could not be used because of wetlands and sev¬ 
eral rare species that reside there. 

At the Agawam Industrial Park, a site Berganti said 
would be ideal, park owners do not allow structures 
more than 30 feet high and would not make an excep¬ 
tion. 

Another identified overlay area, Bondi's Island, is 
Agawam property but is under Springfield control 
through a longterm lease. 

Verizon said it has had the same issues and iden¬ 
tified a site to erect a tower at St. Anne’s Country 
Club. However, in order to construct there, a variance 
on the setback would be needed unless the amended 
ordinance is passed. 

St. Anne's co-owner Paul Neopolitan also spoke 
during the public hearing in favor of the amendment. 

“We are in support of this," he said. “It’s a good, 
potential money-maker for us and it would not actual¬ 
ly go on the golf course. It would be adjacent to the 
parking lot and wouldn’t be in view of the street or the 
golf course." 

One of the council's main concerns was that by 
allowing for new towers, that there would be an influx 
of towers around the town. Company representatives 
said that is not the case and up to seven service 
providers would share tower space. 

“I’ve been told there are seven licensed servers in 
our area and that they all need to be on a tower or 
towers to provide service to customers,” Dachus said. 
"And they encourage more than one on a tower.”

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A Lenten message from 
Bishop Thomas Dupre 

To the Editor: 

On Wednesday, February 13, 2002, together with 
Christians throughout the world, we will begin the holy 
season of Lent. Each year, this season prepares us to 
celebrate the Easter Mystery with renewed hearts. 
This Mystery embraces the Passion, Death, and 
Resurrection of Christ and places before us the pat¬ 
tern of our own lives as Christians. From earlier times, 
the Lenten season called the faithful to embrace a 
deeper prayer life, to practice self-denial through acts 
of fast and abstinence, to express greater concern for 
the needs of the poor and lonely, and to visit the sick 
and suffering. By these acts, Christians were pre¬ 
pared to celebrate the Easter Mystery “with hearts 
and minds renewed.” 

From Ash Wednesday until Holy Thursday 
evening, we are called to observe the customary laws 
of fast and abstinence. Following the tradition of the 
Church, Catholics 14 years of age and older are 
expected to abstain from meat on Ash Wednesday 
and on all Fridays of Lent. Catholics who are 18 years 
of age, but not yet 59, are asked to fast on Ash 
Wednesday. Those obliged to fast take only one full 
meal. These practices are not ends in themselves. 
They are means whereby we develop a spirit of 
penance and prayer and devote ourselves to acts of 
love especially in behalf of the poor. 

Lent is also a time for daily participation in the 
Liturgy of the Eucharist and for the practice of volun¬ 
tary sacrifice. It is a season for thoughful reading of 
Sacred Scripture and for private prayer. Many parish¬ 
es offer special devotional and educational programs 
during this period and I strongly encourage your 
attendance. Particularly do I urge you to confess your 
sins and to receive God’s forgiveness in the 
Sacrament of Penance. Once again, there will be an 
opportunity for us to demonstrate charity through 
Operation Rice Bowl. By planing modest meals, we 
will be united with the poor and hungry of the world. 
The proceeds of our sacrifice will benefit our suffering 
brothers and sisters. 

On Good Friday, both FAST AND ABSTINENCE 
are observed in immediate preparation for the great 
celebration of Easter. Those who can do so will con¬ 
tinue the fast through Holy Saturday as a means of 
entering more deeply into the Paschal celebration. 
Unlike the fast of Ash Wednesday, this sacrifice is 
embraced in joyful expectation of the glory of Christ's 
Resurrection. 

During these sacred days, we are united in a 
renewal of faith, in praying for each other, and in 
remembering those most in need of our love. May the 
Lord bless and strengthen you throughout this holy 
sason, and may you and those close to you experi¬ 
ence the fullness of Easter joy. 

Praying that all of us may be united in mind and 
heart with our Divine Savior, who suffered, died, and 
rose again to free us from our sins, I remain...

A teacher can make a 
difference in a child’s life 

To the Editor: 

If any members of our School Committee and any 
residents of our town don’t think a teacher can make 
a difference in a child’s life, please read this beautiful 
true story written by Elizabeth Silance Ballard: 

There is a story many years ago of an elementary 
teacher. Her name was Mrs. Thompson. And as she 
stood in front of her fifth-grade class on the very first 
day of school, she told the children a lie. Like most 
teachers, she looked at her students and said that 
she loved them all the same. But that was impossible 
because there in the front row, slumped in his seat, 
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was a little boy named Teddy Stoddard. 

Mrs. Thompson had watched Teddy the year 
before and noticed that he didn’t play well with the 
other children, that his clothes were messy, and that 
he constantly needed a bath. And Teddy could be 
unpleasant. It got to the point where Mrs. Thompson 
would actually take delight in marking his papers with 
a broad red pen, making bold X’s and then putting a 
big “F" at the top of his papers. 

At the school where Mrs. Thompson taught, she 
was required to review each child’s past records and 
she put Teddy’s off until last. However, when she 
reviewed his file, she was in for a surprise. 

Teddy’s first-grade teacher wrote, “Teddy is a 
bright child with a ready laugh. He does his work neat¬ 
ly and has good manners ... he is a joy to be around." 

His second-grade teacher wrote, “Teddy is an 
excellent student, well-liked by his classmates, but he 
is troubled because his mother has a terminal illness 
and life at home must be a struggle.” 
His third-grade teacher wrote, “His mother’s death 
has been hard on him. He tries to do his best, but his 
father doesn’t show much interest and his home life 
will soon affect him if some steps aren’t taken. ” 

Teddy’s fourth-grade teacher wrote, “Teddy is with¬ 
drawn and doesn’t show much interest in school. He 
doesn’t have many friends and sometimes sleeps in 
class.” 

By now, Mrs. Thompson realized the problem and 
she was ashamed of herself. She felt even worse 
when her students brought her Christmas presents, 
wrapped in beautiful ribbons and bright paper, except 
for Teddy's. His present was clumsily wrapped in the 
heavy brown paper that he got from a grocery bag. 
Mrs. Thompson took pains to open it in the middle of 
the other presents. Some of the other children started 
to laugh when she found a rhinestone bracelet with 
some of the stones missing and a bottle that was one- 
quarter full of perfume. 

But she stifled t' a children’s laughter when she 
exclaimed how pre • the bracelet was, putting it on, 
and dabbing some ' the perfume on her wrist. 

Teddy Stoddard tayed after school that day just 
long enough to say, “Mrs. Thompson, today you 
smelled just like my Mom used to." 

After the children left, she cried for at least an hour. 
On that very day, she quit teaching reading, writing, 
and arthmetic. Instead, she began to teach children. 
Mrs. Thompson paid particular attention to Teddy. As 
she worked with him, his mind seemed to come alive. 
The more she encouraged him, the faster he 
responded. By the end of the year, Teddy had 
become one of the smartest children in the class and, 
despite her lie that she would love all the children the 
same, Teddy became one of her “teacher’s pets. ” 

A year later, she found a note under her door, from 
Teddy, telling her that she was still the best teacher he 
ever had in his whole life. 

Six years went by before she got another note from 
Teddy. He then wrote that he had finished high 
school, second in his class, and she was still the best 
teacher he ever had in his whole life. 

Four years after that, she got another letter, saying 
that while things had been tough at times, he’d stayed 
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in school, had stuck with it, and would soon graduate 
from college with the highest of honors. He assured 
Mrs. Thompson that she was still the best and favorite 
teacher he ever had in his whole life. 

Then four more years passed and yet another let¬ 
ter came. This time, he explained that after he got his 
bachelor’s degree, he decided to go a little further. 
The letter explained that she was still the best and 
favorite teacher he ever had. But now his name was 
a little longer. The letter was signed “Theodore F. 
Stoddard, M.D." 

The story doesn’t end there. You see, there was 
yet another letter that spring. Teddy said he d met this 
girl and was going to be married. He explained that 
his father had died a couple of years ago, and he was 
wondering if Mrs. Thompson might agree to sit in the 
place at the wedding that was usually reserved for the 
mother of the groom. Of course, Mrs. Thompson did. 
And guess what? She wore that bracelet, the one with 
several rhinestones missing. And she made sure she 
was wearing the perfume that Teddy remembered his 
mother wearing on their last Christmas together. They 
hugged each other, and Dr. Stoddard whispered in 
Mrs. Thompson’s ear, “Thank you, Mrs. Thompson, 
for believing in me.

What are those “white flakes'” 
on your shoulders??? 

Question: I hate these white flakes on my shoul¬ 
ders. What can 1 do to get rid of this problem for 
good? 

Answer: The first thing to do is to find out what 
they are. It could be simply a dry scalp, classic dan¬ 
druff, seborrheic dermatitis, or psoriasis.

It happened to them... 
it could happen to us 

After six days Jesus took with Him Peter, 
James and John the brother of James, and led 
them up a high mountain by themselves. There He 
was transfigured before them. His face shone like 
the sun, and His clothes became as white as the 
light. Just then there appeared before them Moses 
and Elijah, talking with Jesus. Thus begins the story 
about a strange event, which occurred during Jesus’ 
ministry. There is a lot of significance to everything 
which occurred on that occasion. Obviously, it is sig¬ 
nificant that Jesus’ appearance was changed during 
the event. It is significant that Moses and Elijah, who 
represented the Law and the Prophets from the Old 
Testament, were present. It is also significant that 
Jesus had invited Peter, James and John along. 

It is rather obvious why it is significant that Jesus’ 
appearance was altered, and also that Moses and 
Elijah were there. After all, those sorts of things had 
never happened before, and they haven’t happened 
since. As well, these factors are not only unique, they 
have obvious meaning behind them. However, the 
significance of Peter, James and John being there 
may not be obvious to us. 
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The significance behind Peter, James and John 
being present with Jesus on what is called the Mount 
of Transfiguration is that they were such ordinary 
men. There are so many churches named after these 
men these days, that we can sometimes forget that 
these were very simple, “blue collar” workers before 
Jesus got a hold of them. It is highly doubtful that any¬ 
body who knew these men would have said about 
them, “These are future Apostles." 

The Gospels recount the story of how and when 
Peter, James and John first met Jesus. As Jesus was 
walking beside the Sea of Galilee, He saw two 
brothers, Simon called Peter and his brother 
Andrew. They were casting a net into the lake, for 
they were fishermen. “Come, follow Me,” Jesus 
said, “and I will make you fishers of men.” At once 
they left their nets and followed Him. Going on 
from there, He saw two other brothers, James the 
son of Zebedee and his brother John. They were 
in a boat with their father Zebedee, preparing their 
nets. Jesus called them, and immediately they left 
the boat and their father and followed Him. 

It is fair to say that had Jesus not summoned Peter, 
James and John to follow Him, we would have never 
heard anything about them. But Jesus had summoned 
them, and they responded. Not knowing what would 
befall them, they entrusted their lives to Him. As it 
turned out, that was the best decision of their lives. 
Literally and figuratively speaking, Jesus took them to 
places they would never have gotten to, nor even 
imagined, on their own. 

Jesus did not limit Himself to only summoning sim¬ 
ple, “blue collar” workers to follow Him. He was able 
to attract some of the most prestigious people of His 
day, as well. The clearest example of this is the 
Apostle Paul. Paul’s biography was nothing short of 
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impressive. “If anyone thinks he has reasons to put 
confidence in the flesh, I have more: circumcised 
on the eighth day, of the people of Israel, of the 
tribe of Benjamin, a Hebrew of Hebrews, in regard 
to the Law, a Pharisee; as for zeal, persecuting the 
Church; as for legalistic righteousness, faultless. ” 

Paul had also enjoyed the best education available. 

“Under Gamaliel I was thoroughly trained in the 
Law of our fathers. ” Even though Paul’s resume was 
stellar, upon becoming a Christian, Paul saw things in 
a different perspective. “But whatever was to my 
profit I now consider loss for the sake of Christ. 
What is more, I consider everything a loss com¬ 
pared to knowing Christ Jesus my Lord ... I want 
to know Christ and the power of His resurrection.” 

These are but a few of the people who encountered 
Jesus Christ, and whose lives were improved immea¬ 
surably because of it. Peter, James and John knew 
Jesus Christ during the period of His earthly ministry. 
They were with Him, almost from the beginning, to the 
end of His earthly sojourn, and beyond. The Apostle 
Paul only came to know Jesus Christ after He had 
been crucified and resurrected. Nonetheless, Paul’s 
experience of Jesus was just as powerful and dra¬ 
matic, perhaps even more so. 

Down through the centuries, countless men, 
women and children have come to know Jesus Christ 
personally. Some of them are known to history, but . 
most are not. That doesn’t really matter, so long as 
they’re known to God. The Bible says it is by grace 
that you have been saved, through faith - and this 
is not from yourselves, it is the gift of God. The 
grace by which each of these people came to know 
Jesus Christ is still available today. It happened to 
them ... it could happen to us.

puts us in a position to acquire other companies and 
hire quality producing Registered Representatives." 
Currently, the firm has six licensed Registered

You can start the selection process by making a list 
of the moving companies listed in the Yellow Pages. 
Call at least three and ask if you can schedule a time 
that a representative can come to your home to give 
you a free estimate. When the agent comes to your 
home, have a list of questions prepared. Make sure 
you understand exactly what the estimate price 
includes, and be clear about what services you want. 
Will you pack all or some of your things? Will the mov¬ 
ing company provide boxes, tape, and packing mate¬ 
rials? 

Is the moving staff comprised of full-time employ¬ 
ees? Are these employees trained by the company? 
What type of insurance is offered? What is the claims 
process? What kind of track record does the agent 
have regarding damage, loss, and claims? 

Be sure you’re clear on the date of your move, and 
the destination. Ask the agent to estimate the number 
of boxes you will need, how long it will take to pack (if 
the movers are handling this aspect of the move), and 
how long it will take to load the van and get on the 
road. Find out how much travel time is involved if your 
move is long distance. Finally, ask for the names and 
phone numbers of references. 

Next, check with the Department of Transportation 
or the Interstate Commerce Commission and make 
sure that the moving company is licensed. Then call 
the Better Business Bureau to see if any of the 
movers has had any customer complaints. 

Contact each reference and ask about their gener¬ 
al impression of the moving company. Ask about the 
crew. Were they professional, cooperative, and friend¬ 
ly? Did the final cost abide the estimate? Did the 
movers do as agreed without having to remind them? 
Did the moving crew have everything they needed to 
get the job done efficiently? 

Did the moving van arrive on time? If not, were 
delays explained? Were there any problems with the 
move in general? Would the reference use the mov¬ 
ing company again? 

After you’re spoken to the references for three or 
four moving companies, you can narrow your choices 
based on services, costs, and availability. By 
researching each company and checking references, 
you’ll save time, money, and heartache. You’ll end up 
selecting the best company for your move, and ease 
the stress of relocation for your family and your pos¬ 
sessions.

To immunize against the flu... 


Stop & Shop teams 
up with local VNAs

On January 23rd, personnel from the Chicopee 
Visiting Nurses Association “visited” Super Stop & 
Shop in Feeding Hills, asking the public to “be wise - 
immunize.” 

The VNA has offered flu shots at various Stop & 
Shops in the area for several years, according to Pat 
Silva, R.N., who administered the injections to inter¬ 
ested customers visiting the local store.. 

There was a nominal charge for the flu shots and a 
fact sheet was provided, addressing several common 
questions about the flu and immunization. 

According to this fact sheet, anyone can get the flu, 
so anyone at risk of being exposed to the highly con¬ 
tagious flu virus should consider being vaccinated. 

In 1991, nearly one out of every two Americans 
caught the flu, the fact sheet reported. 

THOSE WHO SHOULD NOT 
RECEIVE A FLU SHOT: 

People under the age of 18, pregnant, allergic to 
eggs, or afflicted with Guillain-Barre Syndrome (a dis¬ 
order with inflammation of many nerves that begins 
between one and three weeks after a mild fever linked 
to a viral infection or with immunization, with pain and 
weakness affecting the arms and legs and sometimes 
resulting in paralysis). 

Also, individuals with a fever or active infection 
should not receive a flu shot until they feel better. The 
nurees who administer the flu shots are provided by 
the Visiting Nurses Association, are fully qualified to 
administer shots, and are trained in emergency pro¬ 
cedures.

The possible side effects of the flu shots, experi¬ 
enced by a small percentage of people, may be red¬ 
ness and a slight soreness at the injection site. 

An even smaller percentage of people might expe¬ 
rience headache or fever, but it is extremely rare for a 
person to suffer a severe reaction to a flu shot. 

According to the VNA fact sheet, “it is impossible to 
get the flu from the flu shot.” 

People need a flu shot every year, even if they 
were vaccinated in previous years. Other flu clinics 
are planned at various Stop & Shops in the area.

Eyes need exercise, too! 


In today’s society, many people spend numerous 
hours in front of a computer terminal with their eyes 
fixed in one position. The rest of the time, we tend to 
only shift our gaze minimally from left to right (as 
when reading). 

These actions are not utilizing the muscles in the 
eyes; therefore, the muscles eventually become 
weak. The eyes are composed of many muscles, and 
like any others, the eye muscles need exercise if they 
are to be healthy and strong. 

I learned the following exercise techniques many 
years ago from a yoga instructor and continue to 
exercise my eyes on a daily basis. I’d like to share 
them with you. These five exercises will strengthen 
the muscles and help to prevent eyestrain and 
improve eyesight. 

Breathe normally while you are practicing them. 
Begin by keeping the head stationary. First look up, 
then look down. Now look to the far left, then look far 
right. Next look up to the right, look diagonally down¬ 
ward to the left. Repeat in the opposite direction. 

Now imagine a large clock - look at 12 o’clock, then 
circle around clockwise, quite slowly, for two rounds, 
then quicker for three. Repeat in a counter-clockwise 
direction. 

Next, focus your eyes in a spot at the opposite end 
of the room. Then focus on the tip of your nose. Shift 
focus back and forth several times. 

To end, rub your palms together vigorously until 
they feel warm. Now cup your hands over your closed 
eyes, without pressing. The heat and darkness 
soothe and relax your eyes. 

Utilize these exercises while waiting in lines, during 
television commercials, at stopiights, etc. Take care of 
your eyes - the gift of sight is a precious one'.

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January gems on DVD... 

Here are a couple of detailed reviews for two new 
DVDs released during January. Each is currently 
available for rent or purchase, and both are great val¬ 
ues for your money. Read on, AAN readers! 

* “Roots”: 1977. Not rated. 

One of the most successful television mini-series of 
all time comes to DVD in a whopping three-disc set 
that celebrates the film’s 25th anniversary. This adap¬ 
tation of author Alex Haley’s now-famous slavery 
novel brought the lunacy of racial discrimination to the 
consciousness of Americans in the late 1970s through 
this visual and extremely dramatic documentation of 
our country’s darkest and most shameful era. 

The entire eight-part mini-series is included and 
features an all-star cast, including LeVar Burton, Ben 
Vereen, John Amos, Cicely Tyson, Ed Asner, Sandy 
Duncan, and a host of other familiar faces. Although 
there was some recent controversy I read of that 
implied that some sequences were contrived for the 
film, the message behind the film is unscathed, 
nonetheless. Like this reviewer believes, a person’s 
pigment color is a ridiculous and uneducated method 
of judging a person’s humanity by. This film drives that 
notion home perfectly and eloquently through a lavish 
production that boasts stellar performances, especial¬ 
ly Burton’s Kunta Kinte and Vereen’s “Chicken" 
George. 

This DVD features a digitally remastered image 
and audio from restored elements. Extras include riv¬ 
eting commentary by executive producer David L. 
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Wolper and actors LeVar Burton, Cicely Tyson, Ed 
Asner, John Amos, Sandy Duncan, Leslie Uggams, 
Stan Winston, and many others. 

Clearly, the high point of the extras is the behind- 
the-scenes documentary, “Remembering Roots.” 
Sadly, since this picture was a television presentation, 
Dolby Surround sound is not available, although the 
Dolby 2.0 Digital Mono is quite enjoyable. (Mono 
refers to the use of only two audio channels as 
opposed to the usual five channels that surround 
sound boasts.) 

Also included is a DVD-ROM feature that presents 
the Roots family tree, which accentuates the story 
perfectly. There are even links to websites you can 
visit. 

Again, the beauty of DVD shines through with 
another great release. Warner Brothers did a fine job 
on the technical with remastering the video and audio, 
while the extras they include are appropriate. “Roots” 
is a timeless story that will move you, educate you, 
and engross you. If you have already seen it years 
ago, then the DVD presentation alone makes it a wor¬ 
thy repeat. 5 STARS. 

* “Shrek”: 2001. Rated PG. 

The latest computer-animated thrillride is “Shrek.” 
This newly-released, 2-DVD set has its ups and 
downs, but it ultimately still proves to be worth the 
money. Featuring the voice talents of Mike Myers, 
Eddie Murphy, Cameron Diaz, and John Lithgow, the 
film plays like a fairy tale that kids will enjoy as well as 
a comedy adults can appreciate. 

The film deals with the green-skinned title charac¬ 
ter (voiced perfectly by Myers) who sets out to rescue 
a princess from the dastardly Lord Farquaad with the 
aid of a comical donkey. While the visual effects are 
remarkable and the storyline is fairly strong, it is the 
character development through comedy that is the 
real attraction here. 

Murphy’s donkey is hilarious, while Diaz’s princess 
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demostrates the perfect balance between naivete and 
charm. Also worth mentioning is the great talent of 
Lithgow as Farquaad, whose voice fluctuations are 
appreciated here. 

Some of the many extras in this DVD set include a 
behind-the-scenes featurette, “The Tech of Shrek," as 
well as a unique Game Swamp which contains over 
15 interactive games and activities. Other bonus 
materials include Shrek’s Music Hall, Shrek’s re-voice 
studio (DVD-ROM), donkey’s tale read-along, produc¬ 
tion notes, character interviews, biographies, and a 
sneak peek trailer. 

Disc 2 contains a filmmakers' commentary, a story¬ 
board pitch of deleted scenes, technical goofs, a char¬ 
acter design progression reel, and even playing hints 
for the new X-Box Shrek game. 

In spite of the great amount of extras, it still proves 
to be the actual film that is most worth your time here. 
Although the extras have some great stuff included, 
most of it proves to be only average. 

The film is presented in widescreen format and 
boasts Dolby DTS Digital Surround Sound. There is a 
scene selection menu for quick viewing of your 
favorite sequences. 

Parents, please note that this film is rated PG by 
the MPAA and does contain some scenes that may 
startle little ones. With your adult supervision, howev¬ 
er, this film is fine for kids. Although many of the extras 
have very little replay value, the film is a worthy addi¬ 
tion to any DVD collection. 4 STARS.

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AHS Library makes 
necessary changes for 
NEASC Regulations

The Agawam High School Library recently changed 
its name to the General Creighton W. Abrams Library 
Media Technology Center due to the library’s warning 
status with the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges (NEASC), according to Agawam High 
School’s Library Media Specialist Elaine Mokrzycki. 

“It was a necessity for the library to make changes 
and provide specific standards and guidelines, or we 
would lose our accreditation from the NEASC,” Mrs. 
Mokrzycki said. 

According to the NEASC website (located at 
http://www.neasc.orq L the NEASC was founded in 
1885 and is the nation’s oldest regional accrediting 
association. Its mission is to establish and maintain 
high standards of education from pre-kindergarten to 
the college level. 

“The accreditation process we have developed 
over the years is a major vehicle that can and should 
be used to bring about educational improvement at all 
levels of schooling,” said Jacob Ludes III, executive 
director and CEO of NEASC. 

The website states that accreditation relies on vol¬ 
untary peer review processes involving approximately 
3,400 educators in the region on hundreds of reviews 
during each school year. Each review relies on a 12- 
to 18-month self-study process undertaken by schools 
and colleges in regular cycles. The goals include 
school effectiveness, improvement, and public assur¬ 
ance. 

The NEASC serves approximately 1,800 public 
and independent schools, colleges, and universities in 
Connecticut, Maine, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, and Vermont, as well as 86 
American/international schools around the globe. 

The NEASC, by law, establishes the association as 
a private, non-profit corporation. 

Mrs. Mokrzycki said the library wrote a report in 
November 2001, citing the tasks that were in progress 
to achieve accreditation. A complete report was 
recently submitted to the NEASC stating all of the 
changes made to the library. 

According to the NEASC standards, the High 
School Library must have no more than 10 percent of 
its book collection older than 10 years. “We will be 
working hard over the next two years in order to write 
a statement of substantial gain in the area of book col¬ 
lection, Mrs. Mokrzycki said. 

"This is a continuing process and will be re-evalu¬ 
ated by the NEASC every 10 years,” Mrs. Mokrzycki 
added. “We just completed our two-year report.” 

Mrs. Mokrzycki explained that the NEASC provides 
specific standards and guidelines for accreditation in 
specific areas, one being Library Media and 
Technology services. 

“We used to have room for one or two classes and 
a partial class. We now have five full-size teaching

areas and a half-sized teaching area (the reference 
seating area),” stated Mrs. Mokrzycki. “All of the refer¬ 
ence books are now on low shelves, to allow all of the 
students to reach information immediately with or 
without aid. 

“We used to have six computers in one main room 
for students, and anywhere from 17 to 18 computers 
which were unreliable in the lab,” she continued. “We 
now have 55 comp' ers in this new facility; only five 
are for library fund ns and 50 are for students and 
teachers. 

“We are also nc a site for a pilot Robotics and 
Engineering program, thanks to John Burns, 
Coordinator of Technology for the district,” remarked 


Mrs. Mokrzycki. 

She expressed thanks to Burns and said with his 
ability to think about students’ educational needs, he 
helped her to stay energized. 

The NEASC states the school shall have library 
media and technology services that are fully integrat¬ 
ed into the school’s curriculum. 

“We are a public (high school) library, with special 
materials geared to support all information seeking 
and most importantly what’s being taught in the class¬ 
rooms,” Mrs. Mokrzycki said. 

She explained that although the Agawam Public 
Library is currently being renovated only a few hun¬ 
dred feet away from the High School, curriculum and 
instruction from the NEASC is the main focus of the 
new Media Technology Center. 

The library media and technology services should 
also reflect current developments in the use and appli¬ 
cation of learning technology, as well as all materials 
and equipment being properly maintained, according 
to her. 

She thought one of the most concise statements in 
reference to NEASC standards, requires the students, 
faculty, and staff to have regular and frequent access 
to the facilities and media programs as an integral part 
of their learning experiences. 

“That shows why I spent hundreds of hours review¬ 
ing the work that numerous teachers had done prior to 
my arrival, and matching the elements needed to pro¬ 
vide a fiscally responsible plan so that your children 
will have accredited diplomas that colleges will 
accept," Mrs. Mokrzycki said. 

“I can say that the investment made by the com¬ 
munity in this facility is seen day-by-day as functions 
of a planned teaching, learning, and information labo¬ 
ratory,” stated Mrs. Mokrzycki. “It was money well- 
spent.” 

She was told by the construction crew and archi¬ 
tects that the reconstruction went just like “clockwork."

But I do feel that people can make suggestions, as 
long as the suggestions are well-meaning and based 
on some sort of experience. If the suggestions work, 
feel free to wear them; if not, discard them. 

So, you guessed it, I have a suggestion. Re-exam¬ 
ine the rein you have on your child. Is it appropriate or 
are you holding him too tightly? Then again, are you 
not reigning him in enough? What is right and how do 
you know that? 

Let’s look at Tim. He is given a lot of latitude. He vir¬ 
tually can come and go as he pleases. Mom and Dad 
are tied up with their own affairs, are never home, and 
Tim goes and does what he wants. How does this 
work? Not well, I am afraid. You see, Tim does not 
have any boundaries, and he needs them. Just think 
if there were no lines on the road, where would we all 
be driving? Yes, all over the place, and that’s exactly 
where Tim is ... he has no guidelines to define his 
actions. You might think this would make Tim happy. 
How wrong you are! Tim feels lost and confused. He 
questions his parents’ interest in his daily pursuits. Do 
they really care? His path is not clearly marked, so he 
treads along it blindly. With Tim, the reins have to be 
made tighter. 

Now, iet’s look at John. You keep him tightiy reined. 


Now let’s take a look at Kelly. She does have a cur¬ 
few; however, if she finds she will be late, you expect 
a phone call. Scholastically, you expect her to do her 
best work, yet if she experiences difficulty you come 
to her aid and together you try to work it out. Yes, she 
has household chores, but they are not all-consum¬ 
ing. Kelly still has time to socialize. As for decision¬ 
making, you encourage her to make some of her own 
decisions. She does come to you for advice, but you 
want the decisions to be hers. That way she will own 
her choices and learn from them. Kelly will make mis¬ 
takes. Her reins are not too tight and not too loose. 
She has room to move and sometimes she will move 
in the wrong direction, but at least she does have 
guidelines from you. How she chooses to use them is 
up to her. She does have some freedom of movement 
so she will make incorrect moves, but by doing so, 
she will grow, learn, and become more confident in 
her ability to make appropriate choices. 

So do give some thought to your reins. If they are 
too tight, they may choke your child; if they are too 
loose, he may fall through the cracks. But if they are 
somewhere in the middle, 
he will have the room to 
explore, to choose, and 
ultimately to mature.

Gearing up for Western Mass. Tournament... 

Brownie matmen whip through 
Enfield High at tri-meet

The Agawam High wrestling team traveled to 
Connecticut last weekend for the Enfield High tri-meet 
and came away with two wins - Montville (52-15) and 
Enfield (72-9) - to run its record to 15-6-1. 

The Montville match was by far the better of the 
two. Things started out in the heavyweight class and 
senior Josh Abraham was up. The big guy (looking for 
a good seed in the Western Mass. Tournament this 
Friday and Saturday in Pittsfield) just keeps getting 
better. He flattened and pinned his Indian opponent 
with 41 seconds left in the first period for a 6-0 
Brownie lead. 

Sophomore Brenton Reveruzzi dominated his 103 
match. He was in control all the way, leading 2-0 after 
one period on a takedown; 5-0 after two on a near fall; 
and closing out the match with a 10-0 major decision 
for a 10-0 Agawam lead. 

The 112’s saw Montville forfeit. 

Andy Korney stalked onto the mat for the 119’s. 
Korney had little trouble. He was up 6-0 after the first 
two minutes. A takedown and a pin try saw the 
Brownie senior up 10-1 after two periods. Korney got 
caught to start the third, but an escape earned him 
another point. A takedown got him two more. 

He,was up, 16-1 with time running out and the 
match was stopped when he had a 17-2 lead. Andy 
won it on a technical fall, which earned his team five 
points. 

Montville won the 125’s, 9-2 over freshman Kyle 
Perry. Perry fought hard and avoided a pin as the third 
period ran down. And Montville (which is down near 
the casinos at Uncusville) had its first points. 

Senior Bryan Ghedi was next in the 130’s. He had 
little trouble with his foe, taking him down with 25 sec¬ 
onds gone and pinning the kid with just over a minute 
gone. Agawam was up, 23-3. 

Tony Manzi had a tough one in the 135’s. Two 
takedowns and a couple of reverses from both 
wrestlers saw it tied at four after the first two minutes. 
This was a battle all the way. Manzi almost got pinned 
with 20 seconds left in the second period, but he gut- 
checked his way out of it. A Manzi reverse with time 
running out had the score 6-6 after two periods. 

Both kids went after it in the third. Montville got con¬ 
trol early after a Manzi takedown to start things off. It 
was eight-all with 53 seconds left. Manzi got two 
because of control. Montville got a deuce on a reverse 
and it was 10-10 with 14 seconds to go. Manzi, at a 
disadvantage, executed a nice reverse with time run¬ 
ning out for a hard-fought 12-10 win. 

It was Adam Blackak in the 140’s. The junior didn’t 
disappoint. He had a 7-1 lead after one on a couple of 
takedowns and a near fall. 

Blackak’s opponent got called for an illegal hold (a 
full nelson), which gave the Brownie another point. 
Blackak escaped for one more as time ran out, and he 
led, 9-3 going into the third period.

match into a one-m jte overtime. 

Pilegi needed to ; in control for 30 seconds to win 
it. He was and did - /-5.

With the Western Mass. Indoor Track 
Championships facing them on Friday evening, 
February 8th, at Smith College, the Agawam High 
girls’ and boys’ indoor track teams completed the reg¬ 
ular season last Friday night (February 1st) at Smith's 
Northampton campus with a quad meet which includ¬ 
ed Minnechaug Regional, Chicopee, and West 
Springfield. 

The top-ranked girls’ team easily handled both 
Chicopee and West Side, but ran into big-time trouble

The boys, meanwhile, were jumping for joy by the 
time the meet ended at 10:00 p.m., as they had upset 
the Falcons, 56-39, to jump into a third-place “Fab 
Five” ranking (their best of the season).

The loss to the Falcons cost the Brownie girls’ their 
second-straight league championship.

Against the Falcons, she won the 
55-meter hurdles (school and league record at 9.4 
seconds), was first in the 300 meters (45.6 seconds), 
and was second in the long jump (14.10 feet).

Longmeadow fell to 7-6, 1-2 in the Wheel. The 
Lancers need three more wins to qualify for the post¬ 
season and their games are running out. 

“Yeah, the pressure is off a bit now. We’ll be play¬
